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Councillors split on best 
way forward for Dorset 


LOCAL councillors have this week been 
stressing the importance of the current pub¬ 
lic consultation on the future of local gov¬ 
ernment in Dorset. 

Responding to the need to save money, Dorset is 
considering reducing the number of councils in the 
county from nine to two from 2019. 

Dorset councils employed an independent company 
to look at the financial details of five possible options 
for the future structure of local government. This as¬ 
sessment has been based on the assumption that if the 
existing nine councils were retained, council tax in 
each area would need to rise by the maximum level 
each year because of the budget cuts facing councils 
from central government. 

A consultation with four possible options started on 
August 30th and will run until October 25th. The op¬ 
tions are as follows: 

• Option 1 - Retain all nine existing councils; 

• Option 2 - Create a Large Conurbation 
(Bournemouth, Christchurch, East Dorset and Poole, 
plus the services currently provided by Dorset County 
Council in this area) and Small Dorset (North Dorset, 
Purbeck, West Dorset, Weymouth & Portland, plus 
the services currently provided by Dorset County 
Council in this area); 

• Option 2b - Create Medium Conurbation 
(Bournemouth, Christchurch and Poole, plus the ser¬ 
vices currently provided by Dorset County Council 
in this area) and Medium Dorset (East Dorset, North 
Dorset, Purbeck, West Dorset, Weymouth & Portland, 
plus the services currently provided by Dorset County 
Council in this area); 

• Option 2c - Create Small Conurbation 
(Bournemouth and Poole) and Large Dorset 
(Christchurch, East Dorset, North Dorset, Purbeck, 
West Dorset, Weymouth & Portland, plus the services 
currently provided by Dorset County Council in this 
area). 

The fifth option to create one large unitary authority 
for the whole of Dorset replacing all nine existing 
councils has already been ruled out. 

Local councillors have been stressing the impor¬ 
tance of the consultation this week. Town, district and 
county councillor Daryl Turner hosted a public meet- 
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ing at the Woodmead Halls on Friday evening to ex¬ 
plain the options. Councillor Turner has previously 
voiced his preference for option 2b. 

He commented: “To do nothing seems financially 
unsound; services will be effected and council tax is 
likely to rise higher than within a unitary authority. 
Some councils in that situation may ‘survive’ longer 
than others but inevitably will face substantial prob¬ 
lems.” 

Dorset councils have also been holding roadshow 
events including a stand in Broad Street this week. 

However, discussion on the matter has descended 
into another public spat on social networking site 
Facebook between town councillors, with one mem¬ 
ber being accused of “not listening” and having an 
“utopian view”. 

Councillors Cheryl Reynolds and Anita Williams 
have argued with the council’s newest member, Jeff 
Scowen, on how the potential changes in local gov¬ 
ernment will affect Lyme Regis. 

'It affects us all' 

Councillor Reynolds appealed for residents to re¬ 
spond to the consultation, saying “it affects us all”. 

She added: “I hope everyone understands with a 
larger area, less councillors and staff and less money 
and therefore less services. I worry how it might end 
up.” 

But Councillor Scowen said he was in favour of 
“losing middle management” such as district councils, 
as this would result in Lyme Regis Town Council hav¬ 
ing more assets and power. 

Councillor Reynolds warned Councillor Scowen to 
“look at all the evidence”, adding that the changes 
could leave the town council “a lot worse off’. 

Councillor Scowen replied: “In today’s world cut 
backs are a fact of life. Better to have more assets and 
power and thereby the potential to raise the required 
funds ourselves.” 

Councillor Reynolds went on to say that she didn’t 
think Councillor Scowen had read the consultation 
properly and added: “You just don’t listen. I give up.”

HAVING grown up in the middle of Exmoor 
National Park and later moving to West 
Dorset, Harry Toulson now lives in Wayford 
on the Dorset and Somerset border and re¬ 
cently set up the Lyme Regis SUP Club for 
stand-up paddle boarding enthusiasts. 

He also runs SUP safaris, which combine 
his passions for nature and stand-up paddle 
boarding, and also makes his own custom 
SUP and surfboards. 


• FOR those who don't know, what is SUP? 

SUP stands for'stand up paddle'; it's a relatively 
new sport, with origins in Hawaii. Stand up pad- 
dleboards are like oversized surfboards, propelled 
through the water using a paddle. There are lots 
of different offshoots of SUP from wave riding and 
racing, to white water SUP and even yoga! 


• WHAT encouraged you to start the Lyme 
Regis SUP Club? 

Before I moved to Wayford, I lived near Dorchester 
and I paddled regularly with a club in Weymouth 
called the Jurassic SUP Club; they are a really nice 
bunch, and joining a club is a great way of meet¬ 
ing people and enjoying being active, it's also 
great exercise. When I moved here I noticed Lyme 
didn't have a club, so I thought it would be a good 
opportunity to set one up, and meet some other 
paddlers. We now have over 100 active members! 



It's just about having fun and 
being active, whatever niche of the sport you are 
involved in, it's really refreshing and optimistic, 
and exciting for a sport in its relative infancy. SUP 
is accessible, and easy to pick up; I have intro¬ 
duced people from six to 66 to the sport!

to get you comfortable on the board. 


• WHAT do you enjoy about the sport? 

There is so much I love about the sport. There is a 
real emphasis on the social aspect, and the SUP 
community are very welcoming, there isn't the 
snobbery and hostility found in some areas of the 


• YOU also make your own surf boards - tell 
us a little about what you can offer... 

I have always loved making things. My father is a 
woodcarver, and I was lucky to have my passion 
for creating things nurtured growing up. I went 
to a school called Brymore; the school has some 
of the finest workshops of any school, I got the 
opportunity to work with a range of materials, 
under some really great teachers. 

I love to make boards, more than anything else, 
in fact everything else I do is so that I can con¬ 
tinue to make wave riding boards. Custom orders 
for SUP or surfboards start with a conversation 
about what the customer wants, and where, and 
in what conditions the craft will be used, then we 
talk about composites and materials used in the 
manufacture of the board and how the rider 
wants the board to perform. Finally we can add 
colours, designs and different finishes to the 
board. 

I love to play with different and new materials, 
and constantly improve and push my skills and 
knowledge, so if you have an idea for a custom 
board, please get in touch! 


• CAN anyone join, or do you need experi¬ 
ence? 

The club is open to anyone. We recommend hav¬ 
ing a taster lesson before joining the group pad¬ 
dles, as due to the group nature of the session, it's 
difficult to give tuition. I offer taster sessions for 
£25, including all the equipment. If you have your 
own gear, it's free to paddle with the group, if you 
would like to hire equipment, I hire everything 
you need for the session for £12. 



• DO you take part in any other water sports? 

I grew up swimming in a huge concrete tidal pool 
on Minehead Beach, and sailing with the Sea 
Scouts. I think if you grow up in the South West, 
you have to have some kind of connection with 
the ocean, it's all around us! I have had a go at just 
about every water sport there is, and as well as 
SUP and surf, I am qualified in sailing, canoe, div¬ 
ing, power boating and I'm a qualified lifeguard! 


• TELL us a little about your SUP Safaris... 

The idea behind my safaris was to marry two 
things I love - nature and SUP! Being on a paddle 
board is a great way to get up close to nature, in 
a non-intrusive and low impact way; it gives you 
a fresh perspective on the coastline and the stun¬ 
ning beauty of the Jurassic Coast. I take groups 
out for two hours, along a range of planned 
itineraries I have curated because of their ecolog¬ 
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• WHAT do you like about the local area? 

I have been lucky enough to travel all over the 
world, and there is nowhere I have found that I 
would rather be, this is my home. This answer 
might be different if you ask me in the middle of 
a UK winter!

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Rotunda supporter apologises for offence 
caused by statement written in 'blind fury' 


ROTUNDA supporter John Gooden has apologised 
for any offence caused after an email he sent to a 
town councillor was published on Facebook and then 
in this newspaper. 

Mr Gooden - who backed the campaign to keep the 
Marine Theatre’s advertising rotunda in its current 
position at Cobb Gate - sent the email to Councillor 
Cheryl Reynolds following the council’s controver¬ 
sial decision to remove the structure as they believed 
it caused an obstruction. 

The email was later published on social networking 
site Facebook and then in last week’s edition of the 
View From Lyme Regis. 

Mr Gooden has now apologised to anyone offended 
by the email, which he said was written in a “blind 
fury” fuelled by a “sense of injustice”. 

His statement to the View From read: “In response 
to the publication of my private email sent to Coun¬ 
cillor Cheryl Reynolds: 

“I reiterate that I speak for nobody but myself and I 
am not part of any organised or co-ordinated group. I 
most certainly do not speak for the Marine Theatre, 
Lyme Arts Trust or any other theatre supporter or 
group of theatre supporters. 

“My email was sent to Councillor Cheryl Reynolds 
as a response to her speech, a response that I am not 
allowed to give in the council chamber. She chose to 
put it on Facebook. I was naive to presume that, in 
this social media age, my private correspondence 
would stay that way. I do not use social media. 
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“I wish to apologise sincerely and publicly for my 
reference in that email to local Lyme Regis families 
represented on the town council not making me feel 
welcome. I crossed a line in that statement, which I 
should not have done. I apologise to anybody whom 
I have offended. 

“Furthermore, I apologise to any other campaigners 
who will feel that my intemperate language has let 
them down. I reiterate that this was a regrettable state¬ 
ment which I expected to be part of an ongoing con¬ 
versation between me and Councillor Reynolds and 
was not intended for wider publication. 

“The offending email was written in blind fury and 
Philip Evans is right, I should have slept on it before 
sending it. Since my vilification in this paper I have 
spent many hours in silent contemplation of my mo¬ 
tivation and have concluded that my anger was fu¬ 
elled, regrettably, as anger so often is, by a sense of 
injustice. 

“Scores of Lyme Regis citizens have testified, by 
signing a petition, writing to the View From Lyme 
Regis, writing to the council, engaging one to one 
with councillors and speaking in the public forum, to 
the case for leaving the rotunda where it is. To the 
best of my knowledge, not one member of the general 
public has publicly put the case for its removal. 


“I anticipated that the councillors would hold a de¬ 
bate in which the views of the public were considered, 
discussed and possibly rebutted. No such debate took 
place. Two councillors read out pre-written state¬ 
ments, one claimed to have proof of the rotunda caus¬ 
ing congestion but ignored repeated requests from a 
colleague that such proof be presented and one coun¬ 
cilor urged the others to listen to the voices of ‘the 
ratepayers’ and was ignored. There was no discussion. 

“I, and others, behaved badly in the Guildhall that 
night but not without provocation. 

“The above facts, in my view, represent an injustice. 
What is the point of the public forum if the views ex¬ 
pressed are to be ignored? 

“I agree with Councillor Anita Williams that ‘this is 
a first world problem’ and I assert that LRTC should 
be using their time and taxpayers' money solving the 
real issues that face this town. 

“The matter is now closed and, from me, the rest is 
silence.” 

Despite public objection, the town council has now 
agreed to remove the rotunda within six months and 
work with the Marine Theatre to find an alternative 
location for it.

Local choir pays tribute to 
patron Sir Neville Marriner 
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THE world famous conductor Sir 
Neville Marriner - who had country 
houses in Lyme Regis and near 
Axminster and was patron of Lyme 
Bay Chorale - died in his sleep, aged 
92, on Sunday. 

Sir Neville was a founder of the 
renowned Academy of St Martin in 
the Fields, with whom he had a long 
and illustrious recording career. 

Formerly a brilliant violinist, he con¬ 
ducted from 1958 and the chamber 
orchestra shot straight to the top 
beating the Germans and the Italians 
at their own game, setting a high- 
water benchmark for string playing in 
this country. 

Sir Neville was born in Lincoln. The 
son of a carpenter, he was initially 
taught the violin by his father and 
then went on study with Frederick 
Mountney. 

He was educated at Lincoln School 
and entered the Royal College of 
Music on a scholarship in 1939. 

Service during the Second World 
War interrupted his studies but he 
was invalided out and, after five 
months in hospital, he went back to 
college. 


He then studied for a year at the 
Paris Conservatoir studying with the 
virtuoso violinist Rene Bernadette. 

Sir Neville was decorated by the 
Queen as Life President a Companion 
of Honour in the Birthday Honours 
List of 2015. 

In the spring of that year he at¬ 
tended a local concert at St Michael's 
Parish Church with Lyme Bay Chorale 
and was so impressed that afterwards 
he agreed to become the choir's pa¬ 
tron. 

He wrote to the choir's musical di¬ 
rector: "I was very impressed with the 
repertoire and the presentation of 
your last concert - it's exactly the kind 
of enthusiasm and commitment that 
I love in music and the standard the 
choir achieves is a notable benchmark 
for both amateur and professional 
music-making in our part of the coun¬ 
try." 

Lyme Bay Chorale would like to ex¬ 
press their sincere condolences to Sir 
Neville's family. 

Choir member Hilary Highet said: 
"He was only our patron for a very 
short time but the inspiration will last 
a lifetime."

will end up having to choose whether to fund them or 
let the services vanish with the effect that this might 
have on residents, etc. Add the same for the county 
council services and you’ll see the problem. 

“This is a big deal and isn’t going to simply be a bo¬ 
nanza where LRTC will be gifted shiny assets. Just how 
much do we think a new unitary authority member for 
Blandford will care about the youth facility in Lyme 
faced with competing demands from across the county? 
This is massive.” 

Councillor Scowen argued that Lyme Regis Town 
Council was in a “stronger position than most other 
councils and can survive and thrive through any adver¬ 
sity, unitary included”. 

Councillor Williams replied: “I would love to think 
your utopian view will come to fruition Jeff but I’ve 
probably been around the local government block 
longer than you have and sadly I don’t share your 
view.” 

She then asked what Councillor Scowen thought the 
future would look like under a unitary authority. 


Councillor Scowen commented: “Positivity and 
thereby progression has been my guiding philosophy 
throughout my life especially in my successful business 
career spanning over three decades. I view our council 
as a business and therefore see no reason to change my 
outlook no matter what unitary may bring.” 

Councillor Williams replied: “It was a serious ques¬ 
tion Jeff, push aside the fluff, how do you see the struc¬ 
tures working, services being delivered, etc? You seem 
very sure LRTC will do well out of this and I’m inter¬ 
ested in how you think that will come about. Positivity 
is great but I’m interested in the substance.” 

She later warned: “We will have difficult times in 
front of us, I would encourage everyone to understand 
as much as they can about the proposals, both the in¬ 
formation put our by the authorities and other indepen¬ 
dent sources. 

“This will be a massive change and we need to be pre¬ 
pared and we need to seek to influence.”

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Lyme joins Great British Beach Clean

MANY local residents join the Marine 
Conservation Society's Great British 
Beach Clean, organised in Lyme 
Regis by Litter Free Coast and Sea. 

An area of Monmouth Beach was 
divided into zones where detailed in¬ 
formation about the size and type of 
debris collected between the tide 
lines was noted by small teams. This 
data will be collated and compared 
against previous years, and helps dis¬ 
cover where the litter is coming from 
and gives the evidence to help stop 
it from being dumped. 

As well as collecting fishing lines, 
plastic bottles, sweet wrappers and 
disposable barbecues, litter pickers 
also found a jacket, a pair of trousers, 
two tops, a pair of knickers, a shoe 
and two odd socks. 

All of these can pose a serious 


threat to sea and shore life; plastics 
can last for hundreds of years in the 
sea, harming wildlife and threatening 
livelihoods. This is particularly rele¬ 
vant locally as a sick dolphin and a 
dead seal have been found in the 
Lyme Regis area recently. 

It is hoped that regular beach 
cleans will raise awareness of just 
how much of a problem marine litter 
is and that everyone goes home with 
a better understanding of how they 
can help.

NO one could surely question the fact that Lyme 
Regis is set within an area of great natural beauty. 

Looking eastwards from the top of Langmoor 
Gardens, the lovely landscape around Lyme Bay 
appears from a distance, to be the same as it ever 
was. 

However, walking along the South West Coast 
Path it is possible in places, to see the signs of 
changes which are taking place. Visible cracks in 
the ground near to the cliff edge warn of impending 
further movements, and from time to time we hear 
of another section falling away. 

The storms which sometimes hit this area, are 
having a continuing changing affect on our local 
coastline. The general unstable ground conditions 
have also been the reason behind a number of the 
changes seen within our town - for instance, the 
new sea wall defence works which were completed 
just recently. 

There is a well known hymn which is sometimes 
affectionately referred to as The Cup Final Hymn, 
because it is sung each year just before that impor¬ 
tant football match starts. One of it’s verses goes 
like this: 

“Change and decay in all around I see, 

O Thou who changest not, abide with me.” 

The “Thou” of the hymn is of course referring to 
God. The Bible tells us that Jesus is the image of 
the invisible God, and that He (Jesus) is the same 
yesterday, and today, and forever. 

Another hymn says: 

“On Christ the solid Rock I stand, 

All other ground is sinking sand.”

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7 SMALL DECORATING TRICKS TO GET

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Children invited to pirate-theme book launch 


Local artist and former Woodroffe 
teacher team up for children's book 


LOCAL artist Nicola Dennis has teamed up with for¬ 
mer Woodroffe School teacher John Eamesto pub¬ 
lish her second fully-illustrated children's book. 

"The Magic Makers" is a creation myth written in 
verse by John for readers aged 10 to 100. 

John began teaching English at the Woodroffe 
School in Lyme Regis in 1972, where Nicola was a 
student at the time. After gaining a doctorate in En¬ 
glish Renaissance Literature, he continued his ca¬ 
reer in sixth form colleges. 

In terms of writing, the most important phase of 
his career was during his seven years as the head of 
English at Pendleton Sixth Form College in Salford 
overseeing a national pilot for the then newly-cre¬ 
ated English Language A-level. One important as¬ 
pect of the new syllabus was writing for children. 

John said: "I have always been guided by my 
knowledge of the stages of child language devel¬ 
opment but I have never been inhibited by it. This 
is partly because creativity has its own life and 
partly because it is important not to lock children 
into linguistic cells. 

"It is vital to find ways through to a child's mind 
and imagination. Rhythm is central to this. Its music 
is so powerful that it can excite not just the emo¬ 
tions but also the intellect, leading children to an 
understanding of vocabularies beyond their no¬ 
tional range." 

The techniques used to create "The Magic Makers" 
include the use of BRUSHO and coloured crayons. 

Nicola said: "I love the analogy of having used 
crayons to illustrate a children's book. The fact that 
the simplest of art tools, often the first that children 
will encounter, can be used to inspire them to cre¬ 
ate something of their own is, in itself, very satisfy¬ 
ing. 

"To encourage children to write, to express them¬ 
selves with words or through art, is a passion both 
John and I share and hopefully'The Magic Makers' 
will be enjoyed by many generations to come." 

Nicola has two further publications on the draw¬ 
ing board."Wanda the Oystercatcher"and "The En¬ 



chanted Kingdom" will be the next in a series of 
books written and illustrated for Dorset Wildlife 
Trust, following the success of "Bizzy the Blenny and 
theTreasure of the Fleet Lagoon"and"The Boy With 
Four Hats", a Dickensian short story written by John.

WILL KAUFMAN will be bringing his captivating 
show Woody Guthrie: Hard Times & Hard Travelin' to 
Bridport Arts Centre on Saturday, October 8th. Kauf¬ 
man describes the show as a "live documentary" 
performing and elaborating on the songs of Woody 
Guthrie and their context of the American 1930s 
and the state of popular music itself. 

Woody Guthrie - the American folk singer and 
champion of the working class who famously in¬ 
spired Bob Dylan - is a fascinating subject for a 
show.

JEREMY SMITH, who is a Partner at 
Symonds & Sampson's award winning 
Beaminster office, is well known for sell¬ 
ing lots of property, but has equally fea¬ 
tured in local and national press with 
regard to his fishing exploits! 

This year has been something of a 
golden year for Jeremy as not only has 
he caught his first double figure brown 
trout but also caught personal best 
Carp, Tarpon, Permit and Amberjack! 
However, recently Jeremy's year got 
even better as he explained. 'Whilst I 
have caught lots of big trout over the 
years, my personal best rainbow trout 
was set way back in 1995 at Tolpuddle 
lakes where I believe it is still the fishery 
record. Having caught a huge 171b 1 oz 
brown trout early this year, my goal was 
very much to break my current rainbow 
trout record of 151b lOoz. I had heard 
through the fishing grape vine that 



Blakewell fishery in Barnstaple was pro¬ 
ducing some large trout, so decided to 
pop down there for a morning session 
recently. There were quite a few anglers 
on the lake, however, they were what 
we call 'casting blind'where I prefer to 
stalk individual fish. I spent the first 
hour looking around the lake, then I fi¬ 
nally spotted a large rainbow trout sit¬ 
ting close to the bank. After a few casts 
I was able to tempt it ending in a new 
personal best of 161b 7oz! 

Having had photographs taken I still 
had a few fish to catch on my limit, so I 
went back to have another look around 
and after a further forty-five minutes I 
spotted a very good size fish hiding 
under a tree. This fish proved very diffi¬ 
cult to tempt, but after an hour of pa¬ 
tience I was able to persuade the fish to 
take my goldhead damselfly. Following 
a further 10-12 minute fight another 
very large rainbow trout was on the 
bank, and I wondered if it would beat 
the previous best, set earlier that day. 
To my amazement the scales went 
down to 181b 2oz, so having waited 
twenty years to beat my personal best 
trout I had beaten it twice in the same 
day! 

It was a wonderful day for me and I 
trust your readers will be interested in 
these two catches. 


5 TIPS FOR 
WINDOW PRIVACY 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1. It can be fiddly and frustrating to fit, but 
frosted window film gives a smart, contempo¬ 
rary finish both inside and out. The effect is the 
same in daylight and at night when the light's 
on in a room, giving you total privacy.The main 
disadvantage is that you can't see through the 
film, so while people outside can't see in, you 
can't see out either. Frosted film works well on 
sash windows when confined to the lower win¬ 
dow, but if you don't have sashes, you can just 
frost the lower part of the glass. Another option 
is having a design, such as rows of cut-out cir¬ 
cles or squares, incorporated into the film, 
which makes it more interesting and allows you 
to see out (and people outside to see in) a little. 
However, patterned film is more expensive and 
harder to fit than plain. 

2. Blinds are another popular solution to pri¬ 
vacy problems. Although quite costly, bottom- 
up blinds are ideal. These are roller blinds that 


go up from the window sill, rather than down 
from the top of the window, so you can cover 
as much of the glass as you want. Go for a 
sheer fabric and you'll be able to see out, but 
people outside won't be able to see in - unless 
the light's on. 



3. Standard roller blinds are often a cheaper 
option, but even a fairly see-through white or 
cream fabric will cut out light if you have the 
blinds down during the day. However, this 
may not matter in a really light and sunny 
room, and may even make the room more 
pleasant to be in when it's hot and sunny. 

4. Venetian blinds provide privacy during the 
day (as long as the slats are angled the right 


way) and at night (as long as the slats are 
closed), although they do cut out some day¬ 
light. If you have small children, consider fit¬ 
ting Swish Cordless Metal Venetian Blinds 
(from £25 for Silver, John Lewis), which are 
safer because they don't have dangling cords, 
and give the window an uncluttered look. 

5. Slatted shutters are similar to Venetian 
blinds and although they're usually expensive, 
have become popular in recent years. Shutters 
are fitted to the window and so block out 
more light than blinds when the slats are 
closed (if the shutters cover the whole win¬ 
dow). They also let in less light when the slats 
are open because they have frames around 
them, but they do look great. Shutters come 
in different colours, materials, styles and sizes, 
so you can customise them to your taste and 
home - and they should add value.

A distinctively curved and strongly un¬ 
dercut shoulder line gives structure to 
the side view. The strongly emphasised 
wheel arches are a reference to the 
quattro permanent all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem, and the low greenhouse tapers 
back down early.

The new Audi Q5 is launching in the 
UK with a powerful 2.0 TDI engine pro¬ 


ducing 190PS. Fuel consumption for 
this model has been significantly re¬ 
duced. Soon after the launch a 2.0 TFSI 
engine will also be available.The further 
developed 2.0 TFSI has an output of 
252PS, yet it returns up to 41.5mpg 
combined, which equates to 154 grams 
C02 per km.

Resolving contradictions: the chassis 

The new Audi Q5 enables handling 
that combines very different strengths

are the newly developed five-link sus¬ 


pensions and also the new electrome¬ 
chanical power steering system. Dy¬ 
namic steering is available as an option; 
it varies its gear ratio according to the 
driving speed and steering angle. 

Customers can choose from two exten¬ 
sion stages of springs and damping. The 
chassis with damper control offers a very 
wide spread between comfort and dy¬ 
namics, which the driver can select via 
Audi drive select. In addition to adjusting 
damper control, the new adaptive air 
suspension can be used to vary the ride 
height of the car body over five stages. 

In the standard system, Audi drive se¬ 
lect, which accesses various technical 
modules, the driver can select one of as 


many as seven driving modes. The two 
new modes, lift/offroad and allroad, 
emphasise the offroad character of the 
Audi Q5 optimally. 

The new Audi SUV comes from the fac¬ 
tory with 18-inch alloy wheels. The Sport 
equipment line comes with 18-inch 
wheels, and the S line package with 19- 
inch wheels. Wheels up to 21 inches in 
diameter are available as options. 

The new Audi Q5 is manufactured at a 
newly constructed plant in Mexico. It 
will arrive at Audi Centres in the UK in 
the spring of 2017.

Lyme Regis Gig Club 


Wild seas test rowers at season finale 


L YME Regis Gig Club men’s di¬ 
vision took part on the Cornwall 
County Championships last 
weekend. 

High winds and rough seas were the 
theme of the weekend of gig racing in 
one of the most prestigious champi¬ 
onships on the go racing circuit. 

The Cornwall County Championship 
is the oldest gig racing competition and 
dates back to 1970 when just a few 
local Cornish crews took part. 

This year the two-day event saw 
nearly 80 crews taking part in the 
men’s event alone. 

Unlike most other regattas, in the 
Newquay event crews are randomly al¬ 
lotted boats, so crews are never quite 
sure what the boat will be set up like, 
adding further to the challenge. 

In round one, crews are split into 
heats of 6 boats. Lyme entered three 
men’s crews, with B crew taking to the 
seas first in heat one. 

A solid row with stiff competition 
saw the crew come in 5th, not enough 


to make it to round two, but with an 
overall position of 66th and the 4th best 
C crew overall. 

Next up were Lyme’s A crew, drawn 
in heat two. They led from the start and 
were able to ease off to come home in 
1st position and through to round two. 

The B crew had to wait until heat 12 
later in the morning. 

They battled well finishing 4th in 
their heat and with a fast enough time 
to comfortably make it to round two. 

The afternoon’s round two was made 
up of eight heats, with Lyme’s A and B 
crew drawn in the same heat, which 
meant a shuffle of coxswains. With 
Chris Walters and David Clayton step¬ 
ping into the driving seats, the crews 
lined up along with five other crews on 
the start line. 

Strong winds and heavy seas pushed 
some boats back as the start was called 
which left both Lyme’s crews at the 
back of the field. 

The A crew gradually drew through 
the group but could not catch leaders 


Bristol and came home in 2nd place. 
The B crew battled hard for a 6th place 
finish. This meant the A crew had made 
it through to day two of the event, with 
the B crew finishing 36th. 

Sunday’s racing saw no let-up in the 
conditions, with winds turning west¬ 
erly resulting in even rougher water. 
Lyme were drawn in heat four along¬ 
side Lalmouth (World Champions), the 
formidable Caradon and also 
Newquay, Coverack, Cotehele Quay 
and Padstow. 

Rowing in “Lannvorek” initially they 
held their own with Caradon alongside 
but a technical fault with the foot hold¬ 
ers saw them drop to 4th. 

Then, as they took the first buoy turn, 
they were taken on the inside by both 
Coverack and Newquay crews. 

They continued to battle hard know¬ 
ing they could still qualify for the next 
round on time, but despite keeping 
close with the crews ahead they came 
in 5th place, 14 seconds from making 
it through to the semi-final. 


Their final positon of 17th saw both 
the A and B crews improve on last 
year’s results. 

This is an admirable achievement in 
a sport where the bar is set consider¬ 
ably higher each year with crews be¬ 
coming fitter, more professional and 
technically better - a long way from 
those early days in the 1970s! 

Linal winners were Lalmouth, fol¬ 
lowed by Caradon (2nd), Looe (3rd) 
and Caradon B (4th). 

Although there are a few minor races 
yet to come, the Newquay races mark 
the traditional end of the competitive 
season, with rowers taking a well de¬ 
served rest before starting the long 
winter build up towards racing in 2017. 

Next month there will be a full report 
on the club’s endeavours over the 
course of the season.
